CHIEF ENGINEER'S REPORT. 


In compliance with the law submit the follow- 
ing report: 7 

The fire apparatus consists of an Amoskeag 
Steam Fire Engine, the Daniel Webster, No. 1; 30 
feet of suction hose, and the necessary discharge 
pipes; nozzles, lanterns and tools; the Kenrick 
Hose Carriage, with 650 feet of 2 1-2 inch leather 
hose, and 600 feet rubber-lined hose. 

A Hook and Ladder Truck, with a good supp 
of ladders, and the necessary apparatus to go with 
the same in good condition. 

All located in the Engine House on Central 
street, near the Lower Paper Mill, in Franklin Falls 
village. 

One hand hose carriage, with 450 feet of rubber- 
lined hose located in Daiitél Webster engine house. 

Also, 200 feet 2 1-2 inch rubber-lined hose located 
at Taylor's Foundry, in connection with new force 
pumps and new building. |

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RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Ist. That the town consider the question of a 
system of water supply in case of fire. The town 
is continually adding to its population, buildings are 
going up year after year, necessarily farther away 
from the centre of the town. The reservoirs are 
limited in number, and in case of fire long lines of : 
hose have to be laid, which very much reduces the 
efficiency of the apparatus. The question of water 
supply is a serious one and should receive immedi- 
ate attention. 

2d. Reservoir at the depot needs repairing very 
much. -

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The notes against Joseph M. Fellows and Cyrus 
P. Bachelder have been dropped from the assets as 
they are considered of no value. 

Although no special appropriation was made for 
payment: upon the town debt, the board deemed 
the surplus revenues of the town for the current 
year sufficient to warrant the calling in of $5,000 
of the outstanding 4 1-2 per cent. bonds. Of the 
amount thus called $3,300 in bonds have been 
presented and paid. There remains ‘outstanding 
$1,700 of the bonds embraced in this call, upon 
which interest ceased February 1, 1887; there is 
also outstanding one $100 bond, of the issue of 
1878, upon which interest ceased August 1, 1889. 
Of the unexpended balance in the treasury,($3,752.- 
30) the sum of (Z,800.00) zs reserved for payment of 
these called bonds. The town debt is now funded 
in such a way, and the annual revenue from the 
savings bank and railroad tax is so large that it 
seems easily within the power of the town to pay 
off its entire indebtedness within the next ten years.
